Arthur  H.  Bienenstock  Calls  For  Leadership

As  is  the  custom  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  the  first  of  the  new  season 
of  Friday  night  services  beginning  at 
8:30  p.m.  on  Friday  night,  November  12, 
will  be  dedicated  to  honoring  congregants 
who  have  recently  joined  the  synagogue. 
The  service  will  be  conducted  by  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich  and  Cantor  David  Lef- 
kowitz  assisted  by  the  synagogue  choir 
with  Mr.  Neil  Robinson  at  the  organ. 
Rabbi  Nadich  will  speak  on  "A  Plan  for 
Peace  in  the  Middle  East”  —  Comments 
on  Yigal  Allon’s  article  in  Foreign  Affairs 
magazine. 

Following  the  service  an  Oneg  Shabbat 
tea  and  reception  in  honor  of  our  new 
members  will  take  place  in  the  Lemberg 
Auditorium.  They  will  be  introduced  to 
the  officers  of  the  congregation,  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  those  who 
attend  by  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich.  Mr. 
George  M.  Shapiro,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  Mr.  Arthur  FI. 
Bienenstock,  president  of  the  synagogue, 
will  welcome  the  new  members.  It  is 
hoped  that  our  congregants  will  attend 
in  large  numbers  to  greet  the  newest 
members  of  our  synagogue  family.

David  Goldstick,  a  newly-elected  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  has  made 
a  dramatic  appeal  urging  a  speed-up  of 
the  fund  raising  campaign  for  the  new 
building,  and  the  prompt  letting  of  con¬ 
struction  contracts. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  Goldstick  pointed  out  that 
the  fund  raising  campaign  was  almost 
at  the  half-way  mark  and  said  our 
Chairman  has  simply  been  "too  nice”. 
The  new  school  building  is  urgently 
needed.  This  is  a  good  time  to  award 
the  construction  contract.  Construction 
prices  are  low.  In  two  or  three  years 
they  are  likely  to  be  much  higher. 

Goldstick,  who  has  already  secured 
two  major  contributions  for  the  Building 
Fund,  then  pledged  $12,500  for  his  wife 
and  himself,  payable  in  five  annual  in¬ 
stalments,  and  urged  every  member  to 
follow  his  example. 

Arthur  Bienenstock,  Chairman  of  the 
Construction  Fund  Committee,  then  des¬ 
cribed  the  work  that  has  been  done  and 
urged  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Advisory  Council  to 
accept  the  responsibility  of  leadership 


of  the  Synagogue  and  themselves  give 
generously  to  the  project. 

Earlier  in  the  meeting,  George  Shapiro, 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  had  reported 
that  the  Building  Construction  Fund 
campaign  had  reached  $1.3  million  in 
cash  and  pledges.  Gifts  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  some  200  members.  If  the 
remainder  of  the  membership  accepted 
its  share  of  the  responsibility,  Shapiro 
pointed  out,  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  financing  and  furnishing  the  new  build¬ 
ing.  Shapiro  predicted  that  completion  of 
an  attractive  new  building  would  lead  to 
a  major  increase  in  membership  and  that 
the  additional  income  would  offset  the 
additional  expense. 

Mr.  Shapiro  also  pointed  out  that 
prompt  action  now  would  enable  the  Con¬ 
gregation  to  celebrate  its  100th  Annivers¬ 
ary  in  the  new  building. 

Among  the  suggestions  made  at  the 
meeting  was  that  there  be  printed  in  the 
Bulletin  a  list  of  the  facilities  in  the 
new  building  which  were  available  to 
honor  the  memory  of  family  and  friends. 
The  list  is  being  prepared  and  we  plan 
to  list  the  available  facilities  in  our  next 
issue.

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Our  Proposed  New  Park  Avenue  Sy  nagogue 


Congregants  have  recently  received  an 
attractive  brochure  with  photographs  in 
color  depicting  the  sparkling  new  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  In  following  issues 
of  the  Bulletin,  we  shall  print  articles 
explaining  in  detail  the  new  building 
and  how  it  will  serve  the  needs  of  con¬ 
gregants  and  their  children.  We  begin 
with  THE  LOWER  LEVEL  —  THE 
HALL  OF  WORSHIP  AND  THE 
BANQUET  HALL. 

The  Lounge  and  the  new  Hall  of 
Worship  will  be  connected  to  the  present 
Lemberg  Auditorium  by  movable  acous¬ 
tical  walls  in  such  a  way  that  the  entire 
area  will  provide  space  for  100  persons 
to  worship.  There  will  be  an  enclosed  per¬ 
manent  bimah  and  an  ark  for  the  Torah 
Scrolls.  An  architectural  screen  will  close 
the  area  during  banquets  and  non-wor¬ 
ship  functions.  Movable  acoustical  walls 
will  make  it  possible  to  transform  the 
area  not  only  into  two  or  three  separate 
rooms  but  also  into  a  Banquet  Hall, 
spacious  enough  to  seat  500  persons. 
Catered  weddings,  dinners  and  other 
synagogue  functions  will  be  possible  be¬ 
cause  the  congregation  will  have  modern, 
attractive  facilities.  An  attractive,  com¬ 
fortable  Bride’s  Room  will  now  become 
a  reality.  The  capacity  for  catering 
promises  added  income  for  the  synagogue 
if  it  is  necessary.  The  Banquet  Hall  will 
offer  excellent  facilities  without  disrupt¬ 
ing  the  day-to-day  activities  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  and  the  Religious  School. 

The  lobby  will  include  a  Judaica  ex¬ 
hibit,  Sisterhood’s  Ceremonial  Gift  Shop, 
a  coatroom  and  storage  space  for  prayer 
books,  skull  caps,  prayer  shawls  and 
other  religious  items. 


One  of  the  carefully  planned  advantages 
will  be  THE  LARGE  CATERING 
KITCHEN  AND  THE  SISTERHOOD 
KITCHEN. 

The  catering  kitchen  will  have  its  own 
pantry  suitable  for  large  parties.  A  Sister¬ 
hood  kitchen  has  long  been  the  dream 
of  Sisterhood  members  who  will  find 
the  task  of  arranging  kiddushim,  recep¬ 
tions,  luncheons  and  dinners  not  an 
ordeal  but  a  joy! 

Adequate  storage  areas  for  tables  and 
chairs,  two  washrooms  and  a  powder 
room  are  an  important  part  of  the  new 
plan. 

There  has  been  enormous  excitement 
engendered  by  the  new  plans.  They  have 
been  prepared  by  a  fine  architect.  These 
plans  must  depend  upon  generous  con¬ 
tributions  from  the  entire  congregation, 
Not  only  for  our  present  generations  but 
for  future  generations  we,  like  our  fore¬ 
fathers,  must  build  for  the  future  to 
preserve  traditional  Judaism  and  a  respect 
for  our  Jewish  heritage.  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  has  described  the  Building  Fund 
Drive  as  "An  Appeal  to  Conscience”. 
Many  congregants  have  already  given 
generously.  We  need  broad  participation 
from  all  our  congregants. 

Pledges  to  Phase  II  are  payable  in 
three  annual  installments.  The  plans  are 
excellent:  the  leadership  superb — now 
the  decision  to  build  rests  in  the  hands 
of  every  congregant.
